Constitutional Freedom Becomes 
Farce in Face of Persecution by 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 3—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Statistics just at 
hand show how relentiess has been the 
government's campaign against an 
persons suspected of participation in 
the revolutionary movement of 1905-06, 
Last September sixty men were con- 
demned to death in different parts of 
the empire. This brings the number 
condemned to death in the last nine 
months up to 363. Of these 118 have 
been executed, 

During the same period the onslaught 
on the press has been increasingly 
vigorous. In September periodicals in 
the various provinces paid more than 
5000 rubles ($2500) in fines imposed by 
the police and governors. Many pa- 
pers, especially insPoland, Georgia and 
Little Russia, have been compelled to 
suspend payment owing to fines. In 
the last nine months 162 fines, amount 


imposed the newspapers, yet, ac- 
cording to Constitution, Russia has 
liberty of the press.

From its Fields, Orchards, Oil 
District, Ranges and Ocean Front 
Comes Great Wealth—Annua!l Re- 
port Statistician Submitted to 
State Agricultural Society. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 3.—By the an- 
nual report of Erwin Bayha, county 
statistican, to the State Agricultural 
Society, filed today, it is shown that 
Orange county in the year ending 
June 39, 1910, produced in its fields, 
orchards, oil district, ranges and ocean 
front a wealth in excess of $11,000,000. 
The report does not imelude the output 
of the two big sugar factories, the Los 
Alamitos and the Southern California, 
which would greatly increase the total. 
The assessed valuation of the county 
is $27,783,810. 

The report shows the industries of 
the wonderful little county, contain- 
ing but 780 square miles, a large share 
of it mountainous, to be both vast 
and varied. 

The cereal products and hay show a 
total of $1,127,174 on the 75,536 acres de- 
voted to those products. The green 


dried fruit and vegetables and nuts, 
94,655, 165; canned goods, $132,664; wines 
and beer, $117,450; fishing, $26,563; 
dairy, $138,985; live stock, $1,663,124; 
wool, $25,963; poultry and eggs, $212,-
